Guidelines of 
bishops group 
take stand on 
assisted dying

New .guidelines from the Cath¬ 
olic Bishops of Alberta and the 
Northwest Territories that call 
on priests lo deny funerals Eo 
people who have assisted suicide 
are intolerant, say critics. 

“It's a ready monstrous and 
sanctimonious decision," said 
Brad Peter, Edmonton spokes¬ 
person for Dying With Dignity 
Canada. “It ultimately fails Eo 
show any respect to t he church's 
membership who are the most 
vulnerable... peopie with griev¬ 


ous and irremediable illnesses.'* 

The Bishops document, re¬ 
leased Thursday, calls assisted 
death a “grave sin." It says priests 
should weigh the circumstances 
of each funeral request, but those 
for high-profile assisted deaths 
should be refused. It also says 
families who want to celebrate 
the assis ted-death decisions of 
the departed should be denied. 

The document seems to con¬ 
tradict a 2014 Ipsos Reid poll 
commissioned by Dying with 
Dignity Canada, which showed 
S3 per cent of Catholics, support 
legalized assisted dying. 

“It also just highlights the total 
disconnect that exists between 
the church leadership and the 
church membership," Peter said, 

Edmonton Archbishop Ri¬ 
chard Smith said the guidelines 
don *t rule out funerals for every¬ 
one and priests can come up with 
other options.

Airport denies Uber

Conflicts 
of interest 
worry city 

City councillors are mulling a 
mandatory “coolingofF" period 
for their former employees be¬ 
fore they can contract with the 
city, after an audit of the city's 
sand recycling program showed 
disastrous results. 

The audit, which councillors 
discussed Thursday, revealed the 
much-celebrated environmental 
program that recycles and re 
uses sand front dly streets each 
winter could in no way justify 
the £2.5 million it claimed to 
be saving the city. 

'Ihe city auditor found a weak 
Contract Emd no documentation 
to support claims the city was 
saving even a dollar from the 
program. 

City Manager Linda Cochrane 
told councillor:; at the audit com¬ 
mittee that the contract was ne¬ 
gotiated between the city and 
a former employee, w r ho left 
the city to set up the business. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
proposed cooling off period or 
something like it, may be neces¬ 
sary tn protect the city's inter¬ 
est, but he also doesn't want to 
stifle good ideas from coming 
forward. 

"There is a fine line between 
entrepreneurship and innova¬ 
tion and potentially taking ad¬ 
vantage of relationships," he 
said. 

The city will use new sand 
on the roads this coming win¬ 
ter. having ended the recycling 
program earlier this year. 

Council will get a review of 
the program next year to decide 
whether to continue recycling 
sand.

RIDESHARING 

Authority 
okays TappCar, 
says Uber offer 
too low

Uber is pushing for access to 
the last frontier in bdmonton’s 
rideshare market — the airport 
— but its competitor TappCar 


seems to have beat it to the 
punch. 

The company, which just 
signed an agreement to pick 
up airport passengers in Ottawa, 
said this w r eek that the Edmon¬ 
ton airport is demanding too 
much. 

"Edmonton's lee would be 
higher than Ottawa and almost 
all airports we have agreements 
with, induding large internation¬ 
al airports in the U.S.," said Cber 
spokesperson JeanTZhristophe 
de Le Rue. 

Airport spokesperson Heather 
Hamilton raid they are open to 


private transportation providers, 
but Uber wants a fee so law it 
would price everyone else out 
of the business. 

"The rate that Uber is looking 
for would essentially put them at 
such a competitive advantage it 
would make those other services 
not viable," she raid. 

Hamilton said the airport 
wants passengers to be able to 
choose between taxis, rideshare 
companies, buses and other ser¬ 
vices but they can't give one 
company a competitive advan¬ 
tage. 

The airport has also asked 


that Uber provided proof of com¬ 
mercial licenses and insurance 
and has a designated area for 
pick-ups already assigned for 
rideshare compan ies. 

But De Le Kue said that is a 
cumbersome requirement — 
and added the area the airport 
is proposing for pick-ups is out 
of the way. 

Rideshare company lappCor 
hits been picking up at the air¬ 
port since June when it signed 
an arrangement with the airport 
authority. It pays S3 for pickups 
and 56 for drop-offs

Bus service to airport set to 
continue 

The 747 FTS bus S&rvice 
to tho airport is masting 
ridership goals, officials say; 
and the: city is looking to 
keep operating the service 
into the future, 

The contract to provide 
service to the airport will 
expire next year, but the 
city in already working to 
renew it with the airport 
authority. 

Transit spokesperson 
Jennifer Laraway said they 
believe they are seeing 
about 15,000 riders per 
month using the service, 
which was above what they 
had hoped. 

"It's definitely meeting 
our rkfership numbers/ she 
said, "life something we 
would definitely like to see 
continue." 

The service, which 
operates from Century Park 
LRT station, costs $5 and 
runs every 30 minutes at 
peak times running a total 
of 27 times per day,

Medical students across the 
country took to social media 
Thursday to call out what 
they say are unfair costs 
undermining the equality 
of the health system. 

The Defend the Act cam- 
pEkign calls on Health Min¬ 
ister jane Philpott to crack 
down on a practice known 
as extra billing. 

It's when a doctor charges 
a patient more for a medic¬ 
ally necessary procedure than 
what the provincial insur¬ 
ance plan says the procedure 
is worth. 

The student branch of the 
Canadian Doctors for Medi¬ 
care argues extra billing vio¬ 
lates the Canadian Health 


Act. which is why they’re 
asking the minster to step in. 

“■Essentially, we're con¬ 
cerned about the equity of 
our health-care system.” said 
Sarah Hanafi, a medical stu¬ 
dent at the University of Al¬ 
berta and board member 
with Canadian Doctors for 
Medicare. 

She argues that costs that 
go above and beyond the set 
price list breed inequality, 
with wealthy patients getting 
easier access to treatment. 

“CEinEtdiEins SEty time and 
time again that what defines 
us in Medicare. That's what’s 
at stake here. 1 " Hanafi said. 

She adds that medical stu¬ 
dents are concerned about 
the implications of an aging 
population, and making sure 
everyone is able to get the 
care the need. 

Right now, doctor's fees 
are set by contract negotia¬ 
tions done by medical asso¬ 
ciations. 

J "i'hat r s the process of de¬ 
ciding how we get compen¬ 
sated, there's no reasons to 
go beyond that and establish 
your own fee,” she said.

Healing the Streets for a second time

As an indigenous man, Damian 
Abrahams decided to stEtndup 
to violence against indigenous 
women by healing the streets 
of Edmonton. 

The 35-year-nld organized 
the first Healing the Streets 
event in 2015, when more 
thEin 20 people took part in 
smudging ceremonies along 


1 IS Avenue at 95 and 97 
Streets — areas where indigen¬ 
ous women might have faced 
violence. 

The second Healing the 
Streets event is being held this 
Sunday at 3 p.m. at the comer 
of 11S Avenue and 97 Street. 

Smudging is a sacred in¬ 
digenous ceremony involv¬ 
ing the burning of sage, 
sweetgrass, cedar or tobacco 
to “clean energy and bring 
people together,'" said Abra¬ 
hams, who identifies as Haida. 


“When a person smudges, 
they’re cleaning their mind, 
body and spirit.” 

There's usually protocol that 
comes with smudging, like 
hEtving to be free of drugs and 
alcohol for four days, but Abra¬ 
hams isn't sticking with that, 
“(in) my own eyes it's a healing 
ceremony and the people who 
are on 118 Avenue need it the 
most so I just told them you 
don't have to be cleanT' he SELid. 

The event is being organized 
through a group Abrahams 


founded approximately three 
years ago called Indigenous 
Men Against Violence Against 
Indigenous Women. 

Healing the Streets is taking 
place the same weekend as 
the Edmonton Sisters in Spirit 
Walk, which will honour the 
lives of missing Emd murdered 
indigenous women and girls. 

The event is held annually in 
support of the Native Women’s 
Association of Canada and will 
take place at the legislature on 
Saturday afternoon.

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Lawyer chosen for 
school board inquiry

An Edmonton lawyer will take 
four to eight weeks, at a cost of 
up to $32,000. to investigate a 
Baptist school board that is re¬ 
fusing to allow students to form 
gay-straight alliances. 

The province appointed labour 
lawyer Dan Scott for the job, 
after Education Minister David 
Eggen announced List week that 
a third-party inquiry would be 
Liunched into the independent 
Baptist Christian Education So¬ 
ciety. 

The board's chair. Pastor Brian 
Cold well, has refused to comply 
with legislation allowing GSAs. 
His board runs two schools in 
Parkland County near Edmonton. 

Scott, who works with the 


firm Seveny Scott, will have ac¬ 
cess to papers and personnel of 
the board and its schools. 

He will examine whether the 
schools are providing a safe and 
caring environment for all stu¬ 
dents. 

Larissa Liepins, a spokesperson 
for the education minister's of¬ 
fice, said Scott could interview 
administrators, teachers, sup¬ 
port staff and parents at the two 
schools — but not students. 

“He could also gather and re¬ 
view relevant evidence, so that 
could include student handbooks, 
parent handbooks, newsletters, 
other relevant policy docu¬ 
ments. the websites, visuals in 
the schools." she said. 

The board gets about 70 per 
cent of its funding from the prov¬ 
ince. The inquiry could result in 
the board's funding being cut or 
having its licence pulled.

The approval rating of the Al¬ 
berta NDP's Climate Leadership 
Plan has dipped significantly, 
according a new poll, despite 
Premier Rachel Motley's recent 
claims that most .Albertans sup¬ 
port it. 

On Thursday, ThinkHtf re¬ 
leased a poll showing 63 per 
cent of Albertans disapprove of 
the government's plan to expand 
the province's carbon tax, while 
only 32 per cent of Albertans 
approved of the expanded tax. 

The expanded levy will be 
phased in over the next two 
years, resulting in additional 
charges on gasoline, diesel, nat¬ 
ural gas and propane. The extra 
tax is expected to cost the aver¬ 
age family between $350 to $500 
more per year. 

The tax is expected to gen¬ 
erate about 59.6 billion, fund¬ 
ing renewable energy 1 projects, 
public transit, rebates, reducing 
small business taxes and a new 
energy efficiency agency. 

Marc Henry, president of 
ThinkHQ, said Albertans have 
legitimate concerns with how 
their tax dollars will be spent. 


“Economically, it's pretty 
tough." he said, "it's much easier 
to be environmentally sensitive 
when the price of oil is S70. but 
people are really concerned with 
jobs right now/ 

Overall. 53 per cent of Aber- 
tans disapprove of the climate 
plan, a nine percentage point 
increase from 44 per cent in 


December 2015. 

The dip in approval also comes 
on the heels of the government's 
S4.4 million it spent on adver¬ 
tising costs to promote the cli¬ 
mate plan. 

Earlier this week Premier Not- 
ley also told reporters that she 
thinks most Albertans support 
the government's climate plan 


and minimum wage increases. 

“We’re not sort of sitting in 
our own echo chamber talking 
to ourselves while the opponents 
to pipelines sit in their own echo 
chamber talking to themselves 
and nobody actually connects 
and finds any kind of alignment," 
she said. 

The panel surveyed 1,331 
people online from September 
14 to 19, 2016. it was weighted 
to reflect age and region of A- 
beita's population according to 
Statistics Canada.

Wasps are menacing hdmon- 
ton's garbage coHectors. 

fall is usually when wasps 
become aggressive because 
of scarcer food sources, said 
Kevin Harper, a garbage collec¬ 
tion supervisor with the city. 

He's been stung twice whiie 
on the job and ivas hospital¬ 
ised on one of those occasions 
after suffering an anaphylactic 
reaction. 

“It’s on everybody's mind, 
not just mine because I'm al¬ 
lergic to it, but it’s on all our 
collectors' minds." he said, of 
the possibility of being stung. 

Wasps are much more abun¬ 
dant this veEtr because of a 


warmer summer, said Harper. 

They will often make their 
WEty into loosely tied garbage 
bags and then sting unsuspect¬ 
ing collectors who pick up the 
bags in the mornings. 

One city garbEiige collect¬ 
or was stung two weeks in 
a row this summer, both 
times in the same location, 
said Harper. 

In addition to handling 
heavy items, garbage collect¬ 
ors are also at risk of being 
stung this time of year, said 
Sean Govechok, a communi¬ 
cations coordinator for utility 
services with the city. 

The City of Edmonton rec¬ 
ommends residents tie up 
their garbage properly, put 
lids on all garbage contEiiners 
and keep waste storage areas 
cleam said Govechok. 

Residents can also help gar¬ 
bage collectors by clearing 
fEtllen fruits from their laws. 
turning over compost piles 
regularly and — if possible — 
remove wasps nests either by 
themselves or with the aid of 
a professional.

With more thin 30,000 Syrian 
refugees facing serious bar¬ 
riers to employment and inte¬ 
gration in Canada, the federal 
government is searching for 
fresh ideas to help newcom¬ 
ers join their communities 
and the labour force. 

Documents posted by Immi¬ 
gration. Refugees and Citizen¬ 
ship Canada Thursday show 
the depEirtment is planning 
to spend as much as $250,000 
for new studies on bow best 
to integrate Syrian refugees 
into their new" community. 

“It is well documented that 
newcomers face a number of 
barriers in Finding employ¬ 
ment that is commensurate 
w r ith their skills and experi¬ 
ence. Refugees. in particular, 
may have more difficulty in¬ 
tegrating into the Canadian 
labour market when com¬ 
pared to other categories of 


immigrants, H the documents 
read. 

Canada had accepted 30.000 
Syrian refugees by the end 
of July. 

While the Liberal govern¬ 
ment received praise for rapid¬ 
ly bringing in more refugees, 
there is growing concern that 
providing services and support 
for newcomers will be as big 
a logistical challenge. 

Jn the documents released 
Thursday, the department ac¬ 
knowledged some of those 
concerns, particu larly around 
supporting Syrian youth. 

Those youth will be spe¬ 
cifically targeted for new 
programs, with the govern¬ 
ment. looking at how best to 
integrate children into a new 
school environment, or even 
a mobile app to advertise ser¬ 
vices and resources. 

The documents suggest that 
the government also wants 
to address social integration 
into Canada. One study will 
look into how best to broach 
discussions with Syrian fam¬ 
ilies on issues like domestic 
violence, gender equality, and 
LGBTQ eights.

A rush hour commuter train 
trashed through a harrier at 
the busy Hoboken station and 
lurched across the waiting area 
Thursday morning, killing one 
person and injuring more than 
100 others in a grisly wreck 
that renewed questions about 
whether long-delayed automat¬ 
ed safety technology could have 
prevented tragedy- 
people pulled thunks of con¬ 
crete off pinned and bleeding 


victims, passengers kicked out 
windows and crawled to safety 
and cries and screams could 
be heard in the wreckage as 
emergency workers rushed to 
reach the injured in the tangle 
of twisted metal and dangling 
wires just across the Hudson 
River from New York City. 

The New Jersey Transit train 
ran off the end of the track as it 
was pulling in around 6 :45 a.m., 
smashing through a concrete- 
and-steel bumper. As it ground 
to a halt in the waiting area, it 
knocked out pillars, collapsing 
a section of the roof 

“The train didn't stop. It just 
didn't stop," said Tom Spina, 
who was in the terminal and 
rushed to try to help the vic¬ 
tims. 


Ross Bauer was sitting in 
the third or fourth car when 
the train entered the historic 
109-year-old station, a bustling 
hub for commuters heading to 
New York. 

“All of a sudden, there was an 
abrupt stop and a big jolt that 
threw people out of their seats. 
The lights went out, and we 
heard a loud crashing noise like 
an explosion’' its the roof fell, he 
said. “1 heard panicked screams, 
and everyone was stunned." 

The engineer, Thomas Gal¬ 


lagher, was pulled from the 
mangled first car and was hos¬ 
pitalized, but officials said he 
had been released by evening. 
He was cooperating with inves¬ 
tigators, Ctjv. Chris Christie said. 

A woman standing on the 
train platform — Fabiola Bit- 
tar de Kroon, 34, of Hoboken 
— w'as killed by debris, and 
106 others were injured, most¬ 
ly on the train, Christie said. 
Scores w r erehospitalized, some 
with serious injuries including 
broken bones.

The mother of an unarmed 
black man shot to death in a 
confrontation w r ith police in 
a San Diego suburb this week 
called for peaceful protests 
Thursday and said her son did 
not deserve to die. 

Alfred! Olango "was a good, 
lovely young man," said the 
mother, Pamela Benge.'"! want¬ 
ed him to enjoy his daughter." 

She said she and her family 
came to the U.S. from war- 
tom Uganda 25 years ago when 
Olango was a 
teen and just 
wanted to be 
safe. 

“How pain¬ 
ful it is to lose 
a loved one 
that you have 
embraced 
through strug¬ 
gling," Benge Affred Olango 
told reporters. 

She mentioned similar 
shootings of black men around 
the country by police officers 
but said she never thought one 
of the shootings would directly 
affect her. calling on people 
who protest her son's killing 
to embrace non-violence.

Syrian government Farces con¬ 
tinued their push into rebel- 
held districts of Aleppo on 
Thursday as international of¬ 
ficials issued dire warnings 
of an ongoing humanitarian 
disaster in Syria's largest city. 

The UN's humanitarian chief 
Stephen O'Brien told the Secur¬ 
ity Council that the conditions 
in eastern Aleppo, which is 
besieged and assaulted by all 
sides by government forces, 
had descended into the "merci¬ 
less abyss of humanitarian 
catastrophe."

Speaking to the Security 
Council via video link front 
Geneva, O'Brien painted a grim 
picture of the conditions in 
the war-wracked eastern part 
of the city, where at least 320 
civilians including 100 chil¬ 
dren have been killed in the 
past week. An additional 765 
have been wounded. 

O’Brien's report noted that 
the UN now calculates that 
1161,200 Syrians are trapped in 
sieges — a nearly 50 per cent 
increase from the last estimate 
of 586,200. The new figure re¬ 
flects the government's pro¬ 
tracted blockade around east¬ 
ern Aleppo, where an estimated 
250.000 people or more live. 

Most of the besieged cit¬ 
izens. divided across at least 
IS locations around the coun¬ 
try, are trapped by government 
Forces, and. international ob¬ 
servers are beginning to accuse 
both Damascus and its close 
ally Moscow of war crimes.

PM leads delegation to funeral for Peres 


A Canadian delegation headed 
by Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau has arrived in Israel for the 
state funeral of Shimon Peres, 
the former Israeli president and 
prime minister. 

Trudeau was joined by former 
prime minister jean Chretien, 
Foreign Affairs Minister Ste- 
phane Dion and Interim Con¬ 
servative leader Rona Ambrose. 

Also In tow was Rafael Barak, 
Israel’s ambassador to Canada, 
and representatives of Canadian 


advocacy groups such as the 
Centre for Israel and Jewish 
Affairs, E'Nai Krith Canada and 
the Canadian Jewish Political 
.Affairs Committee. 

The Canadian delegation ar¬ 
rived in Israel early Friday for 
the funeral of Peres, who died 
Wednesday at age 93. 

They were expected to be 
joined for the service in Jeru¬ 
salem later Friday by former 
prime minister Stephen Harper, 
who opted for a commercial 


flight instead of travelling with 
Trudeau’s delegation. 

Harper s staunch support for 
Israel became a hallmark of his 
administration. In 2014 Harper 
declared in a memorable ad¬ 
dress to the Israeli parliament: 
"Through fire and water, Canada 
will stand with you." 

Harper's support may have 
been more vocal, but Trudeau's 
has been no less unwavering, 
advocates for Israel say. 

Other world figures plan¬ 


ning to attend include U.S. 
President Barack Obama, for¬ 
mer U.S. president Bill Clinton 
and Prince Charles. 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair was 
also invited, but declined. 

Dion said Trudeau wanted 
the Canadian delegation to be 
non-partisan.

Aluminum is eight per cent 
of the earth's crust. We're ex¬ 
posed to it through tap water, 
soil, food, dust in the air, and 
in minor amounts in food park- 


aging. Cha nging what 'you roll on 
your armpits won't c hange (hat. 

Aluminum does have a rela¬ 
tionship with Alzheimer's, but not 
the way you might tFiink if you've 
been macing Naturaicosmehc- 
snews.com ("Deodorants con¬ 
tain a slew of tonic chem icals!") 
cn Food Babe ("Throw this out 
of your cabinet immediately!"). 

Animals exposed to very high 
doses of aluminum develop an 
AlzheimersTike syndrome, and 
Alzheimer's patents have higher 
ihan-riarrnal aluminum Bevels in 
lheir blooO ptasme and brains. 


But neither scientific studies 
nor regulatory egentries have ever 
found evidence that typical levels 
of alu minum exposure increase 
Li e i sk of Alihe rner's. 

So what's up? For one thing, 
we absorb less than one per cent 
of the aluminum we're exposed 
to. One study found no ncuro 
behavioural changes among 
welcers exposed to fa rly high 
levels of aluminum every day for 
four years. IF the metal caused 
Alzheimer's, we'd expect to see 
symptoms increase as exposure 
increases: Hot so.

Arieen Weise was apprehensive 
when she learned Hollywood was 
making a movie about the off¬ 
shore explosion that killed her 
son, Adam, and 10 other men 
aboard the Deepwater Horizon 
drilling rig. 

Watching tin advance screen¬ 
ing of the action film List month 
stoked her grief and anger, and 
the shock hasn’t quite worn off 
yet. Weise said she’s still strug¬ 
gling to decide how she ultim¬ 
ately feels about how Deepwater 
Horizon portrays the last day 
of her son’s life before he died 
in the explosion off Louisiana's 
coast. 

“The first viewing of it is 
shocking for a family member 
to see that,” she said. “Hearing 
and seeing are always two dif 1 
ferent things." 

While their reactions to the 
movie vary. Weise and other rela¬ 
tives of the 11 workers who died 
in the April 20, 2010, rig explo¬ 
sion hope it will remind people 
about the disaster’s human toll. 


Many family members believe 
a focus on the catastrophic en¬ 
vironmental damage from HP's 
massive oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico unjustly overshadowed 
their loved ones’ deaths. 

“They just swept the 11 men 
under the rug,'' Weise said, 

The movie, directed by Peter 
Berg and starring Mark Wahl- 
berg, Kurt Russell and Kate Hud¬ 
son. is set for release Friday. 

The filmmakers already have 
privately screened the movie for 
relatives of the workers who 
died in the explosion triggered 
by the blowout of BP'S Macondo 
well. ihe screenplay is based in 
part on an article by Hew York 
Times reporters who interviewed 
survivors of the blast, which led 
to the nation's worst offshore 
oil spill. 

Berg reached out to family 
members after news of the pro¬ 
duction surfaced. “1 know how 
personal this story is to you," 
he wrote in a letter to Shelley 
Anderson, the widow of Jason 
Anderson. “The film is meant to 
honour and pay tribute to ail the 
men and women who worked 
aboard the Deepwater Horizon, 
especially the heroic men, like 
Jason, who lost their lives.” 

Anderson believes Berg suc¬ 
ceeded in honouring the It men. 
She said the actor who plays her 


husband captured some of his 
mannerisms, like the ways he 
crossed his arms or told a joke. 
Bat she had to close her eyes at 
times, and she burst into tears 
at others. 

Anderson, of Midfield, Texas, 
said her 7-year-old son, Ryver, 
who was 15 months old when 
his father died, recently saw a 
trailer for the movie on tele¬ 
vision and asked, “Is that when 
daddy diedr 

“How he's going to remember 
seeing it on TV. I don't like that ” 
she said. “It is so real tons that it 
hurts to experience it over and 
over again." 

Relatives said photographs 
of the 11 men are shown on 
screen at the end of the mov¬ 
ie. Besides Anderson and Adam 
Weise, they were Aaron Dale 
Burkeen. Donald Clark. Stephen 
Ray Curtis, Gordon Jones. Roy 
Wyatt Kemp, Karl Kleppinger 
Jr, Keith Blair Manuel, Dewey 
Revette and Shane Roshto. Ait 
11 men are portrayed by actors 
in the movie. 

“1 do feel honoured that they 
called my husband a herosaid 
Courtney Kemp Robertson, 
Kemp's widow. "1 feel very proud 
of that, but I was already proud 
of my husband before a movie 
was ever made.”

Doc pulls back curtain on case 


Amanda Knox stares into the 
camera, coolly contemplating 
how she became a figure of 
global fascination. 

“1 think people Low monsters. 
And so when they get the chance, 
they want to see them. It's people 
projecting their fears," Knox says. 
"They want the reassurance that 
they know who the bad people 
are and it’s not them. So maybe 
that’s what it is: We're all afraid 
and fear makes people crazy” 

Such is the provocative open¬ 
ing of Amanda Knox, a documen¬ 
tary premiering Tricky on Netflix 
that giws the participants of one 
of the most sensational trials of 
the century a chance to tell their 
story, straightforwardly, directly 
to the camera. For a case that 
often seemed like a honor movie 
pkyed out in the nightly news. 
Amanda Knox allows the drama's 
main characters to step out from 
their media-crafted roles. 

“We thought that a new way of 
adding a fresh perspective to the 
stoiy was to look at it from the in¬ 
side out and to get to the people 
at the centre of the story,” said 
Rod Blaclduust, who directed the 
film with Brian McGinn. 

The British student Meredith 
Kercher was murdered Nov. 1, 
2007, in Pernga, Italy. Knox, Ker- 
cher’s roommate and an Amer-

ican student studying abroad, 
and her Italian boyfriend. Raf- 
faele Sollecito, were arrested 
and convicted of the murder. 
Knox was sentenced to 2b years 
in prison, Sollecito to 25. 

T hree years after Rudy Guede 
was convicted for the murder 
and sexual assault of Kercher. 
the convictions of Knox and 
Sollecito were overturned in 
2011, allowing Knox to return 
home to Seattle after spending 
four years in jail. But she and 


Solledto were tried again in 2D 14. 
again found guilty, only to finally 
be exonerated by the Italian Su¬ 
preme Court in 2015. 

The case captivated the world 
with its grisly details [prosecutors 
claimed Kercher was killed in a 
bloody sex game), its attractive 
alleged murderer and its cul¬ 
ture clash, which pitted a young 
American abroad against a quaint 
old Italian city. 

Amanda Knox, five years in 
the making, centres on inter¬ 
views with Knox, Sollecito, the 
Italian prosecutor Ciuliano 
Mjgnini and Nick Pisa, a freelance 
journalist for the Daily Mail. 

I he film soberly follows the 
case chronologically, eventually 
leading to the forensic evidence 
that helped lead to Knox’s and 
SoUecho's exoneration. But in 
the years in between, prosecutors 
and tabloid press formed radical¬ 
ly different images of the pair. 

Knox, in the film, considers 
the implications of her being 
turned into “a monster,” and the 
implications it has for others, 

“if 1 in guilty, it means 1 am 
the ultimate figure to fear. On 
the other hand, if I’m innocent, 
it means everyone's vulnerable," 
Knox says. “Hither I'm a psycho¬ 
path in sheep to clothing or I am 
you."

The Ft is one major obstacle 
when making a movie about 
the largest oil spill in human 
history— the giant conglom¬ 
erate deemed largely respon¬ 
sible for the disaster. 

“I never in my life had to 
deal with so many f—g law¬ 
yers/' admitted Filmmaker 
Peter Berg while promoting 
Deepwater Horizon at the To¬ 
ronto Internationa! Film Fes¬ 
tival— a drama that human¬ 
izes the explosion aboard the 
eponymous BPTeased offshore 
oil rig that eventually polluted 
over 1,000 miles (over 1.600 
kilometres) of shoreline along 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

“I've never felt like J better 
watch my back like I did with 


this film.* 

Indeed, even though Berg's 
movie “wasn't even attacking 
BP." his story about the sur¬ 
vivors who escaped the fiery 
disaster still bristled with the 
oil company and caused many 
cryptic complications and can¬ 


celled contracts that stalled 
production. 

“The flipside of that was 
because it was real, it was in¬ 
spiring to me.* said Berg. 

The movie was also inspir¬ 
ing to Kurt Russell, who stars 
as the brave crew chief who 


helped lead all but 11 workers 
to safety during the tragedy. 

“There’s more at stake when 
you’re playing somebody that 
existed,* explained Russell 
whose own challenge includ¬ 
ed portraying Jimmy Harrell 
based on co-workers’ recol¬ 


lections after failing to dir¬ 
ect! v contact his cinematic 

if 

alter-ego. 

“I know that if someone was 
going to play me, I would’ve 
said 'why don't you call me 
on the phone?,”* said Russell. 

“So if someday jimmy 
Harrell says ’why didn’t you 
call me' — i’ll say. I tried!” 

Gf course, the marquee star 
of the Film is Mark Wahlberg 
who has now made three mov¬ 
ies with Berg I after other true- 
life thrillers Lone Survivor and 
the forthcoming Patriot’s Day, 
about the 2013 Boston Mara¬ 
thon bombing). 

Although the pair have 
clearly struck a chord, per¬ 
haps it’s the mutual respect 
of telling true working-class 
stories that has forged their 
deepest bond. 

“Mark and 1 have developed 
a real deep, deep friendship 
and we love working togeth¬ 
er.* said Berg. 

“For us. to have fun about 
something real gives me more 
inspiration, makes it easier to 
get up a 4:30 in the morning 
and work for 17 hours and do 
all this — because I know I've 
touched reality."

With Woody Allen's Crisis in 
Six Scenes, the screenwriter 
has let down his director — 
who coincidentally also falls 
short. And then there’s the 
leading man. who phones in 
his performance. 

“Crisis” is right. 

It was a major coup when 
Amazon annou nced in January 
2015 that its upstart streaming 
site — not Netflix, not HBO — 


had snagged Allen to write, 
direct and star in his first TV 
series. 

How exciting! This legendary 
filmmaker, an artist who said 
he hadn't even known what 
a “streaming site* was, was 
going digital as he neared his 
ninth decade. 

But the picture darkened 
when, a few months later, he 
to ld Deadline .com that he had 


been “struggling and struggling; 
and stniggling* to bring the ser¬ 
ies to life, and “regretted every 
second* since agreeing to do it. 

Viewers may feel their own 
pangs of regret after sampling 
his Crisis, whose six half-hour 
episodes debut Friday on Ama¬ 
zon Prime. 

The series may draw fans of 
Miley Cyrus who plays a mil¬ 
itant. Marx-spewing 1960s revo¬ 


lutionary named Lennie Dale, a 
member of a group called the 
constitutional Liberation Army 
imprisoned for blowing up a 
draft-board office. Meanwhile, 
the series might serve as a use¬ 
ful crash course (or refresher) 
in the clashing points of view 
that rocked the turbulent "60s. 

Allen plays Sid Munsinger, 
a kvetching, semi-successful 
novelist who, in his autumn 


years, w r ants to finally make a 
big score by creating a hit sit¬ 
com. The wonderful Blaine May 
plays Allen's wine-mellowed 
wife, an unflappable marriage 
counsellor. 

Then, in the middle of the 
night, Lennie lands on their 
suburban doorstep, on the lam 
after a prison break with the 
law on her tail. To Sid's hor¬ 
ror. sympathetic Kay grants 


Lennie open-ended refuge in 
their home. 

But this TV project — shoe¬ 
horned into Allen's unrelent¬ 
ing feature-film-annually 
regimen — feels half-hearted 
and, at times, even thread¬ 
bare. Crisis, therefore, un¬ 
winds as an intellectual ex¬ 
ercise.

When Ross Adam and Rob¬ 
ert Cannan first stumbled 
on a fascinating true story 
of a famous filmmaker and 
actress kidnapped and stolen 
into North Korea under dicta¬ 
tor KimJong-iJ's orders, they 
knew they'd found gold. 

“It's one thing knowing 
a great story exists. It's an¬ 
other finding a way to tell 
the story," said Adam recently 
about the British directing 
duo's latest documentary. 
"Especially with North Korea 
being such a secretive place." 

As Adam and Caiman un¬ 
cover in The Lovers and The 
Despot, the late-autocrat of 
the infamously impenetrable 
dictatorship captured South 
Korean filmmaker Shin Sang- 
ok and his thespian wife in 
the 1970s and forced them to 


churn out 17 movies before 
the pair dodged the tyrant's 
internment. 

"There wasn’t a wealth of 
material in the beginning," 
recalled Adam of the chal¬ 
lenging espionage tale that’s 
still scrutinized today. 

"It wasn’t until we found 
there was more than one se¬ 
cret tape recording — there 
was a whole treasure trove 
of them that we realized this 
film can really be made." 

The tapes in question refer 
to covert cassettes in which 
Shin recorded revealing con¬ 
versations with the dictator 
— who, among other things, 
implicates his guilt in their 
confinement as his own per¬ 
sonal moviemaking squad. 

“You don’t necessarily 
expect hlin to talk openly, 
particularly to people that 
he just kidnapped," laughed 
Cannan. 

However as much as those 
recordings reveal Kim Jong- 
il's duplicity, they also reveal 
a man who was aware of his 
own shortcomings and com¬ 
pletely obsessed with Holly¬ 
wood movies. 

Indeed, the rare audio clips 
unspool an unnerving por¬ 
trayal of one obscure oppres¬

In an interview with 60 Minutes, 
Note Parker was unapologetk for 
a 17-year-old rape case that has 
surrounded his film. I'he Birth 
of a Nation. 

In excerpts from the interview 
to air Sunday shared exclusively 
with The Associated Iriess on 
Thursday, Barker said he was 
“falsely accused" and declined to 
make any apology. The woman 
who made the accusation killed 
herself in 2012. 

Her sister, Sharon Loeffler, 
published a column in the trade 
paper Variety on 'Thursday, burst¬ 
ing Parker and Nation collab¬ 
orator Jean Celestin for their 
role in her sister's life and for 
including a fictional rape scene 
in their film. 

Loeffler said she was very close 
to her si ster and feels “a duty 
to speak on her behalf., 1 " “Nate 
Parker caused her so much pain, 
and that pain and anger are still 
raw for me," she writes. 

Parker maintains in the 60 
Minutes interview that the ac¬ 
cusations were unwarranted. 

“1 was falsely accused. 1 went 
Eo court. 1 was vindicated,” he 
says. “3 feel terrible that this 
woman isn't here. Her family 
had to deal with that, but as I 
sit here, an apology is — no. 1 * 

In the interview, Anderson 
Cooper presses Parker on wheth¬ 
er he did something morally 
wrong. “As a Christian man, just 
being in that situation, yeah, 
sure,’ 1 says Parker. “3 am 36 years 
old right now. My faith is very 
important to me. So looking 
back through that lens, it’s not 


the lens I had when J was 19 
years old" 

Parker, who stars in, directed, 
co-wrote and co-produced i'he 
Birth of a Nation, insteadatgued 
that his film, about Nat Turner's 
slave rebellion, deserves more 
attention than himself and the 
rape accusation, made when 
he was a student at Penn State. 
Parker was acquitted in the case. 

“1 think that Nat Turner, as a 
hero, what he did in history, is 
bigger than me * said Parker. “ I 
think it's bigger than all of us." 

'The Birth of a Nation first 
debuted in January at the Sun¬ 
dance Film. Festival where it was 
hailed as an antidote to the then- 
raging “0scarsSoWhite“ back¬ 
lash. Parker s film immediately 
sparked widespread Oscar ex¬ 
pectations and a bidding war 
among distributors. Fox Search¬ 
light, an Academy Awards regu¬ 
lar, landed it fora festival record

$175 million, with the assurance 
of a nation-wide release. It's to 
open in theatres next Friday. 

But the newfound attention 
on Parker put a spotlight on a 
rape case from when he was 
a sophomore and wrestler at 
Penn State University. Parker 
was acquitted, though his col¬ 
lege roommate, Celestin (who 
has a story credit on The Birth 
of a Nation) was initially found 
guilty of sexual assault. That 
conviction was later overturned 


when the accuser declined to 
tes tify for a retrial. 

Parker and Celestin allegedly 
harassed the accuser on campus. 
The incident spawned a success¬ 
ful civil lawsuit by the woman 
against the college. But the ac¬ 
cuser. after several previous at¬ 
tempts, committed suicide in 
2012. Her brother, identified only 
as johnny, told The Hollywood 
Reporter that the rape case “was 
obviously that point" at which 
she changed. 

Her sister said Thursday that 
she's particularly pained by the 
inclusion of a fictional rape scene 
in T he Birth of a Nation. 

“Given what happened to my 
sister, and how no one was held 
accountable for it, 1 find this in¬ 
vention self-serving and sinister, 
and f take it as a cruel insult to 
my sister’s memory,"' she wrote 
in the column in Variety.

If you believe that headline, you’re likely not alone

When their story about a condo 
developer who forgot to put bath¬ 
rooms in a Toronto-area bigbrise 
went viral last ’week, wriEers at 
the CBC’s satirical show This 
Is That were faced with an un¬ 
expected conundrum: many of 
the people who heard, read or 
shared the story online thought 
it was tme. 

If wasn't the first time that 
readers and listeners had taken 
the show at face value — the 
radio program regularly plays 
voicemail messages from people 
who mistake it for real news — 
but enough people flagged it to 
the CBC this time that die public 
broadcaster took a drastic step £0 
dear up any possible misunder¬ 
standing. 

It changed the show's head¬ 
lines to include one word, in 
capita] letters: “SATIRE* 

“What we immediately real¬ 
ised is we have to tEtke action 
right now because the last thing 
we want is to fool people and 
dEimage our news brand T said 
JeffUlster. director nfdigital talk 
content for CBC Radio. 

Part of the problem is that 
people were only reading the 
headline, which appeared on 
Bacebook, twitter and other sites 
under the CBC banner without 
any indication it came from the 
broadcasters comedy site, Lister 
said. The network is working to 
resolve how heELdlines are dis¬ 
played on social media, he said. 

But CBC is hardly the only 
one to have duped tin suspect¬ 
ing readers with i ts humour. In 
recent years, stories from the 
renotvned satire site The Onion 
have been republished in foreign 
newspapers and prompted at 
least one police investigation. 
Its stories are so often posted 


as real on t'acebook. typically 
with outraged comments, that 
at least one site is dedicated to 
highlighting such incidents. 


Some experts SEiy the prolifera¬ 
tion of news sources and satire, 
as well as the ease and speed of 
social media — combined with 


short Eittenlion sptms — make it 
easy to fall for tike news. And no 
one is fully immune, they say. 
A decade or so ago, there were 


few satire news oudets, with Hie 
Onion largely dominating the 
online market. Since then, it hEis 
been joined by multiple competi¬ 


tors including the Canadian joke 
news site The Beaverton, the sa¬ 
tirical music news site The Hard 
Times, and a spoof of women's 
magazines called Reductress. 

Some suggest the prevalence 
of potentially believable spoofs 
could undermine political dis¬ 
course or faith in the media, 
though in most cases confusion 
is temporary' and leads only to 
short-lived embarrassment. 

The shift toward Internet- 
friendly buzzy stories with 
attention-grabbing headlines 
in real news may also help blur 
the lines, SEiid Gavin Adamson, a. 
journalism professor at Kyerson 
University'. 

" There's something in there 
that fulfills our desire for hearing 
something outrageous," he said. 
“This doesn't just happen with 
fake news. It happens with real 
news too. You see often the most 
reEid news is something just bi¬ 
zarre and actually unbelievable." 

Social media also exposes 
people to stories from sites they 
might otherwise never come 
across and they may be caught 
unawares, he said. 

Compounding that is the fact 
that mEiny people don't read stor¬ 
ies all the way through, and may 
miss important cues, he said. 

A person's state of mind can 
contribute to their susceptibility, 
said Stephen Greenspan, author 
of Annals of Gullibility: Why We 
Get Duped Ernd How r To Avoid 
It. People are also more likely 
to believe something that re¬ 
flects their existing convictions, 
he said. 

Over time, most satire sites 
are recognized els such by the in¬ 
itially unsuspecting. for the CBC. 
however, much of the confusion 
stems from its rmtin function 
as a source of legitimEite news. 

On its own site, the broad¬ 
caster cun control the context in 
which its stories are read by post¬ 
ing them on its comedy portal, 
Ulster said. But it has no pow r er 
over how those stories are re¬ 
packaged 011 aggregator sites. 

Jn the meantime, the “This Is 
ThEtt" site has begun labelling its 
stories as satire at the top of the 
text as well as the bottom, since 
some weren't reading to the end, 
Ulster said. 

“liven though we know there's 
a percentage of people, no matter 
what you do, will be duped, it's 
not the intention to make people 
feel stupid,” he said.

tSPN was looking to tailor a 
SportsGenter edition to a par¬ 


ticular personality and zeroed 
in on Van Belt, a striking-look¬ 
ing. six-foot-six-inch bald man 
who had developed a follow¬ 
ing in recent years on ESPN 
Radio, said Rob King, senior 
vice-president for SportsGenter 
and news, 

ESPN hates it when people 
suggest that SportsGenter is a 
franchise going the way of the 
rotaiy phone. But it would be 
naive to ignore thEit sports finis 


can now easily retrieve scores 
and highlights online. 

Van Pelt's show uses high¬ 
lights spEtringly and in differ¬ 
ent fEfcshions, like an author 
who decides not to tell a story 
chronologically. 

The show has taken some 
heat from tradilion;tlists w'ho 
want a SportsGenter that 
will simply outline the day 
in sports, even though other 
editions follow that template. 


“If we do the show right, we 
do both," King said. “You get 
what happened, and Scott's 
unique sense of why it mat¬ 
tered."' 

Van Pelt, 46. admits that 
he's sensitive to the criticism, 
and initially argued for more 
highlights. 

“Because we've done al¬ 
right, it vaiidEites the approach 
of where we need to be," he 
said.

While this necessitated last- 
minute changes an a daily 
basis, it would have been far 
more difficult to navigate with¬ 
out a blueprint. 

Macho Picchu is one of the 
Seven Wonders of the World 
and 3.OO0- people pass through 
it daily, but getting there is not 
easy. The most direct route is 
to fly from Lima to Cuzco, then 
take a bus to the small village 
of QUantaytambo in the Sacred 
Valley to connect to the train to 
Machu Picchu. 

The train is the only way in, 
and needs to be booked months 
in advance, ihe 90-minute 
journey is beautiful, travelling 
through the base of the Andes 
Mountains, with the Lliubambu 
River running alongside. The vil¬ 
lage of Machu Picchu itself is a 
strange combination of shanty- 
type buildings, outdoor markets, 
pubs, upscale hotels and gourmet 
restaurants, with an occasional 
alpaca wandering by. Next, a 
20-minute bus ride, up 1,000 ver¬ 
tical feet via a harrowing zigzag 
road. One of the only other ways 
in is the Inca ’frail, which takes 
four days to hike. We, like many 
others, just walked up a mile to 
the Sun Gate, which provides a 
breathtaking view of the site. 

If you're thinking about check¬ 
ing Lent off your travel list, you 
should know that the locals really 
do eat guinea pig. and as it is a 
delicacy, it is culturally polite to 
eat it. if offered. 

What’s next for me? Try¬ 
ing to recreate the national 
drink, the Pisco Sour, at home.

It’s worth the four-day hike to Machu Picchu 


Cuzco was built on dm 11,150-feet 
Andean plateau. By the mid-15th. 
century it became the umbilical 
centre of the Incas’ continent- 
spanning empire. 

The peifectly-fitted, massive 
mortar-free walls of their pal¬ 
aces and temples still line many 
of the narrow streets, though 
most buildings were rebuilt after 
the violent conflicts during the 
Spanish conquest a century later. 

The rounded boulders of the 
Incas' central sanemnry, Qprican- 
cha. became the foundation of 
Santo Domingo, whose convent 
courtyard encloses the temple's 
tapered niches. European and 


indigenous imagery mixes in 
Cuzco’s celebrated paintings, 
most conspicuously in an ISlh 
century Last Supper canvas in the 
cathedral that features a paws-up, 
roasted Andean rodent 

The Salkantay trail follows 
ancient routes and is considered 
the best alternative to the often 
sokkmt Inca Trail For form days, 
you cun hike past glaciers and 
through cloud forests, seeing 
turquoise mountain Lakes, tiny 
mud-brick villages, and centuries- 
old Inca channels along the way. 

If you fee-1 like skipping out 
on the 1,500 steps plus steps to 
Machu Picchu take the shuttle 


instead. In the mid-ISth cennny, 
the Incas built this improbable 
citadel nearly S,000 feet up on a 
skinny ridge between precipices 
where the Andes meet the Ama¬ 
zon basin, and abandoned it a 
hundred yeans later. It Lay covered 
by the rain forest until the 1910s, 
when a Yale historian brought 
it global renown. Wander the 
main site along steep staircases, 
climb the "jou-slip-yon-dLe” path 
to the ruins on Huayna Picchu, 
the peak overlooking the citadel 
and walk the Inca Trail to the 
Jntipunku viewpoint. 

The nearly 200 grey houses, 
temples and agricultural build¬ 


ings are haunting, but the prac¬ 
tical and cosmological engineer¬ 
ing is mind-blowing. From every 
perspective, the view defies Logic: 
Terraces clinging to sheer, 1.640- 
feet ropoffs hold up colossally 
heavy granite palaces and sanctu¬ 
aries. Carved stones, foundations 
and windows precisely trace the 
sun's travels and Line with sacred 
peaks like Salkantay. 

Archaeologists still debate why 
the Incas built this citadel, but as 
you watch the sun slant through 
the peaks, the real and symbolic 
magic of Machu Picchu's place¬ 
ment will seem answer enough. 
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I've avoided New Orleans, figuring my shellfish allergy would spoil the food fun. 
But there's more to eat here than just iconic shrimp po boys and crawfish 
dishes, not to mention things you can do to make your New Orleans
